mental  business  conditions  would 
tend  to  coincide.  The  mistake  that 
the  employer  makes  is  in  trying  to 
force  his  conclusions  from  the  van- 
tage point  of  superior  knowledge  up- 
on employees  who  lack  that  knowl- 
edge. 

Mr.  Babson  says  if  there  is  any 
time  more  than  another  when  an  em- 
ployer needs  co-operation  from  his 
workers,  it  is  when  business  is  hard 
to  get,  and  when  a  few  cents  in  pro- 
duction costs  means  the  difference 
between  full  time  and  short  time  op- 
eration. 

Certain  concerns  to-day  are  work- 
ing at  capacity  to  till  orders  while 
others  in  the  same  industry  are  suf- 
fering depression. 

Invariably  concerns  of  the  first 
class  cut  their  margins  of  profit  to 
a  minimum,  but  by  so  doing  they  in- 
creased their  business  volume  so 
much  that  cost  of  production  fell 
substantially  below  the  new  prices 
set. 

While  the  above  refers  to  manufac- 
turers, the  same  fact  applies  to  the 
retailer.  The  Retad  Stores  which  are 
making  the  most  money  today  are  not 
the  ones  charging  the  highest  nrices, 
but   those  sellinu'  the  most  goods.
